31 Section 1.  Section 4-1-112 is enacted to read:

32 4-1-112.  Animal feeding operations.

33 (1)  As used in this section, "animal feeding operation" means a lot or facility where:

34 (a)  animals have been, are, or will be stabled or confined and fed or maintained for a

35 total of 45 days or more in any 12-month period; and

36 (b)  crops, vegetation, forage growth, or post-harvest residues are not sustained in the

37 normal growing season over any portion of the lot or facility.

38 (2) (a)  Except as provided in Subsection (2)(b), the department is responsible for the

39 regulation of the siting, operation, and oversight of an animal feeding operation in this state,

40 including a concentrated animal feeding operation, in a manner consistent with applicable

41 federal and state environmental protection statute or rule.

42 (b)  The Division of Water Quality may regulate an animal feeding operation only to the

43 extent allowed under Title 19, Chapter 5, Water Quality Act.

44 (3)  A political subdivision of the state may not regulate the siting, operation, or

45 oversight of an animal feeding operation, including a concentrated animal feeding operation.

46 Section 2. Repealer.
